The efforts of Granville Cov^ing of 
Mu nee, former editor of the Repub­ 
lican and relative of J. L. (owing 
of this city, to gain recognition for 
General Pleasant A. Hackleman, of 
Rushville, the only Indiana general 
who fell during the civil war, 
have 
failed once more. 
He has made re­ 
peated attempts 
to 
arouse 
senti­ 
ment favorable to the recognition of 
Gen. Hackleman both in the 
state 
and nation. 
He recently asked Senator Harry 
S. New if a -statute of Gen. Hackle- 
man might not be placed in the hall 
of fame in the capitol at V\ ashing- 
ton. 
Senator 
New 
has 
replied, 
commending the idea of public rec­ 
ognition by Indiana of her war hero, 
but says the state already has 
two 
statutes in the hall of fame, those 
of Governor Oliver P. Morton 
and 
General Lew Wallace, 
and that she 
is entitled to no more. 
Futile attempts have 
been made 
to have the state recognize the ser­ 
vice of its dead hero. 
Representa­ 
tive Jinnett introduced a hill in the 
last legislature 
providing for 
the 
erection of a moument here to com­ 
memorate fhe war record“ of General 
Hackleman, but it was not passed. 
The hill provided 
the state should 
bear .half of the expense 
and 
the 
county the other half. 
General Hackleman was killed in 
the battle of 
Corinth 
October 
4, 
1862 while at the head of his bri­ 
gade leading a charge. 
The 
body 
was returned to Rushville 
and an 
appropriate military funeral held at 
the late 
residence 
here 
Saturday 
afternoon, October 18 of the same 
year. 
General Hackleman 
was bom in 
Franklin county about the year 1813 
and moved to Rushville 
and com­ 
menced the practice of law in 183G. 
He edited the Rushville Whig, later 
the Rushville Republican, during the 
campaign of 1840, and made for it 
a state-wide reputation. At the out­ 
break of the war he was appointed 
colonel of the 
Sixteenth 
Regiment 
and before a year had expired was 
promoted atod assigned to a brigade 
under General Grant. 
At the time of his death the Ind­ 
ianapolis 
Journal 
printed, 
during 
the course of an 
editorial 
on his 
death, a 
letter 
written 
by him 
shortly before the fatal battle, to a 
friend ln Indianapolis, in which he 
alluded to Lieutenant Colonel Wolfe, 
a major of the Sixteenth while Gen. 
Hackleman comrnhnded it, who wa* 
killed at Richmond, Ky. He was the 
father of the late Colonel Edward H. 
Wolfe and the man 
for whom the 
local G. A. R. post was named.

Luxuries Decrease 
Importation of luxuries into the 
United States have been materially 
reduced by the war. 
A compilation 
by the National City Bank of New 
York shows that the quantities now 
being imported of the articles usual­ 
ly classed as ‘luxuries” are mater­ 
ially below those of tihe correspond­ 
ing dates preceding the war. 
The 
values of the total of luxuries im­ 
ported in the 
fiscal year 
1917 is 
somewhat less than in the fiscal year 
1914, and £« prices have been great­ 
ly advanced it is quite appk&nt that 
the quantity being imported is much 
the pre-war period. 
Measured by 
below that of the pre-war period. 
Measured by values 
alone the ar­ 
ticles usually classed as “luxuries” 
fell below $3,000,000 
in the fiscal 
year 1917. In 1914 the value of the 
same 
articles 
aggregated 
$313,- 
000,000 and as in many cases * the 
prices are now from 33% to 50% 
higher than in 1914. It will be seen 
that the 
quantities have been ma­ 
terially reduced. 
The imported articles which may 
be properly classed 
as “luxuries” 
are extremely numerous, scores of 
important articles and hundreds of 
the minor classes, but there are a 
few important 
classes or 
groups 
which are readily recognized. Laces 
and embroideries, for example, im­ 
ported in 1917 are but about one- 
half in value of those imported in 
1914. In cotton laces alone the val­ 
ue imported in 1914 was $$33,866,- 
000 and in 1917 $16,297,000, while in 
laces of silk and fibers the 1917 va­ 
lue is ailso below that of 1914. Art 
works, as another example, which 
amounted to over 
$35,000,000 in 
1914 imports were in 1917 
below 
$23,000,000. Tobacco in its various 
forma totaled $40,000,000 in 1914, 
and but $30,000,000 
in 1917. 
In 
many others of smaller totals the 
proportionate decrease is equally 
apparent. 
These decreases have occurred in 
spite of the fact that prices per unit 
of quantity are much 
higher than 
before the war. 
Diamonds, for in­ 
stance, have advanced approximate­ 
ly 30% in value per carat of cor­ 
responding 
quality; 
pearts, which 
tare especially popular at this mo­ 
ment show an even greater advance. 
Laces, which we are no longer able 
to obtain from Germany and which 
France has ro w little time to manu­ 
facture, are much higher than in the 
pre-war period; 
leaf tobacco 
for 
wrappers of cigars 
has 
advanced 
from $1.32 
per lb. in May 1914 to 
$1.75 in May 1917. 
It 
is thus 
apparent 
from 
the 
above 
figures, 
which 
indicate 
a 
marked advance in prices of prin­ 
cipal articles 
forming

“luxuries,” that the quantities being

Importation of luxuries into the 


United States'have been materially 
reduced by the war. A compilation 
iy the National City Bank of New 
York shows that the quantities now 
ieing imported of the articles usual- 
y classed as "luxuries" are mater: 
ally below 'those of-tibe correspond- 
ing dates: preceding the war. The 
'alues of the total of luxuries im- 
Dorted in the fiscal year 1917 is 
omefohat less than in the fiscal year 
914, and ^s prices have been great- 
y advanced it is quite apparent ihat 
he quantity-'being imported is much 
he pre-war period. 
Measured by 


below that of the pre-war period. 
Measured by values 
alone the ar- 


ticles usually classed as "luxuries" 
fell below $3,000,000 
in the fiscal 


year 1917. In. 1914 the value of the 
same articles 
aggregated $313,- 


000,000 and as in many cases.'the 
prices are now from 33,% to 50% 
higher than, in> 1914. It will be seen 
that the quantities have been ma- 
ierially reduced. 


The imported articles which may 


be properly classed" as "luxuries" 
are extremely numerous, scores of 
important articles and hundreds of 
the minor classes, but there are a 
few important 
classes" or 
groups 


which are readily recognized. Laces 
and embroideries, for example, im- 
ported in 1917 are but about one- 
balf in value of those imported in 
1914. la co'tton laces alone the val- 
ue imported in 1914 was $$33,866,- 
000 and in 1917 $16,297,000, while in 
laces of silk and fibers the 1917 va- 
lue is also below that of 1914. Art 
works, as another example, which 
amounted to over 
$35,000,000 in 


1914 imports were in 1917 below 
$23,000,000. Tobacco in its various 
forms totaled $40,000,000 in 1914, 
and but $30,000,000 
in 1917. In 


many others of smaller totals the 
proportionate decrease is equally 
apparent. - 


These decreases have occurred in 


spite pf the fact that prices per unit 
of quantity are much higher than 
before the war. Diamonds, for in-
